With a new gold cup valued at 
$2,500, and generous purses, the 
Fifteenth Annual Race Meeting of 
the Monmouth County Horse Racing 
Association will take place on Satur- 
day, October 19th, at ‘‘Woodland 
Farms”, the picturesque Red Bank 
estate of Mr. and Mrs. Amory L.

Hunter Trials Held On Race 
Course At Ligonier, Pa. Test

Two weeks ago at the Maryland 
Thoroughbred and Hunter Breeders 
Show, Judges Courtland Smith and 
Col. Edwin N. Hardy gave the 
reasons for their placings over the 
microphone, a practice new to horse 
shows although long used in connec- 
tion with cattle shows. Along these 
same lines the editor of The Chron- 
icle has asked me for an account of 
the Rolling Rock Hunter Trials as 
seen from the judges box. 

These trials held on Saturday, 
September 21st on the race course 
at the Rolling Rock Club, Ligonier, 
Pa., combined most of the best fea- 
tures of such events. They were for 
amateur riders riding for plate and 
ribbons only. Hunt members were re- 
quired to ride in scarlet or their 
own Hunt colors. The participants 
included members of the Westmore- 
land, Sewickley. Chestnut Ridge, Rol- 
ling Rock and Frankstown Hunts. 
The course of approximately a mile 
consisted of two brush and eight 
post-and-rail jumps. If any criticisms 
were to be made it was that these 
jumps were arranged in line, horse 
show fashion, and were not sufficient-

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Those interested in such questions 
are already troubling themselves 
about what will be ‘the horse of the 
year = 

The situation is interesting. Also 
it has its humorous angles. Because 
with all but the fag end of the major 
season at the principal meetings gone 
into history, the posing of such @ 
question seems something in the way 
of a joke. By what is tantamount to 
October first, if we don’t know what 
is the ‘‘thorse of the year’? and must 
fall back upon such phrases as “will 
be’, it reveals a rather comical con- 
dition. For, if we are still waiting 
to know, would it not seem that 
what we are waiting for is not the 
“horse of the year’’ but the ‘‘horse 
of the fall?” 

There is only one aspect of the 
matter which might argue otherwise. 
That is when two horses almost equal 
in achievements have been battling 
all the season for the supremacy and 
it still hangs in the balance. This 
was the case two years ago when 
Seabiscuit and War Admiral fought 
it out in the Pimlico Special No. 1. 
It was again last year, when Chal- 
ledon and *Kayak II met for the 
same purpose in the Pimlico Special 
No. 2. But nothing at all similar 
now obtains nor is it easily conceiv- 
able that it will develop in the few 
weeks left for its maturity. 

The defeat of Challedon last Satur- 
day in the Narragansett Special top- 
pled a potential champion from his 
pedestal. And even if the son of 
*Challenger If comes through at 
Belmont Park or in Maryland with 
something smashing, it will not re- 
lieve him of the onus which attaches 
to failure in two of his most search- 
ing tests for 1940, to wit, those in 
the $50,000 Massachusetts Handi- 
cap and the Narragansett Special 
just decided. In both events he seems 
to have been beaten upon his merits. 
His claim to any title of sovereignty 
must rest, thus far, upon a single 
performance; his victory in the $50,- 
000 Hollywood Gold Cup last July. 
Unless he can solidify this by others 
still to come, he occupies debatable 
ground, to say the least. 

Eight Thirty has formidable claims 
as things stand. To his credit are two 
of the year’s finest feats—a Subur- 
ban of the very first water, and the 
Massachusetts Handicap, in which 
he dominated his field in most im- 
pressive fashion, leaving Challedon 
back in third place and giving him 
much more than a 4 pound beating, 
that was the difference in their im- 
posts (Eight Thirty 125 pound, Chal- 
ledon 139 pounds.) However, he has 
been an unsound horse all the season, 
a “glorious cripple’, and it is doubt- 
ful if he can defend his claims suc- 
cessfully this fall. 

Hash has had the honor to twice 
defeat Challedon, splitting him and 
Eight Thirty at Boston and then 
at 


’ 


beating him, ‘‘horse and _ horse,’ 
Providence. But on each occasion 
he was receiving a big concession. 
Something that “the horse of the 
year” is not supposed to ask for. 

*Kayak II is in hospital and must 
be regarded as down and out for the 
campaign. Isolator's form is too 
chequered to warrant a crown for 
him. To this writing he has won four 
out of eleven races in 1940. 

If we turn to the 3-year-old con- 
tingent we remain ‘up in the air.” 
Disability has taken Bimelech, in 
our opinion the best colt of the 
season, onto the side lines.

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ing to provide a true test of a hun- 
ter. Much of the Rolling Rock coun- 
try is steep and trappy. A greater 
variety of obstacles placed so that 
horses must pull up and jump off 
their hocks with perhaps a gate to 
open and a barway to lead over 
would have made the task of the 
judges easier and have weeded out 
the horses who knew merely how 
to gallop on and jump standard 
fences with perfect take off and land- 
ing. 

No points were awarded for con- 
formation, jumping manners, style 
and regularity of pace counted 85 
per cent, appointments 15 per cent. 
The conditions also provided that ‘a 
premium of 1 to § points may be 
given for a horse showing particular 
care in crossing a stream or boggy 
spot’’, but no such spot presented it- 
self to the contestants. My co-judge 
was Mr. Lewis E. Waring of Red 
Bank, New Jersey, a great man to 
hounds, a fine and experienced judge 
and a most delightful companion. 
Our ideas as to what constituted 
good performance in a hunter coin- 
cided throughout and our placings 
were arrived at quickly and unani- 
mously. From the judges point of 
view nothing is more important than 
the men he has to work with and 
from my point of view at least the 
Rolling Rock Committee could not 
have made a better selection. 

Considering the conditions, the 
judges task was to select on the basis 
of the afternoon's performance the 
horses who day after day year after 
year had followed hounds with out- 
standing efficiency 


comfort and 
safety to their riders. These horses 
were, of course, known to most of 
the competitors and many of the 
spectators. It was the judges’ task to 
find them out. We were much pleased 
to be told at the end of our after- 
noon’s work that many of the ribbon 
winners were the horses that, in 
fact, were the best conveyances ta 
hounds. 

We gave 
the championship to the lovely, grey 
mare June Holiday, owned and rid- 
den by Mrs. C. Snowden Richards, 
joint master of the Sewickley Hunt. 
This is an Irish mare, unknown 
breeding, sold to Mrs. Richards by 
Miss Deborah Rood of Wilmington.

aside from him that deserve candid-

Critical opinion will not tolerate 
according to a 2-year-old such a 
title as ‘“‘horse of the year."’ It is too 
great a reproach to the breed. 

Thus matters stand at present. 

Nevertheless, to the writer there 
is no difficulty in coming to a de- 
cision 

Nothing that has happened 
throughout the season, or that can 
happen betwixt now and Thanksgiv- 
ing Day, can for a moment compare 
with the performance of Seabiscuit 
in the Santa Anita Handicap last 
March. It dwarfs everything else that 
the year has brought forth, or that 
it possibly can. Nor does it stand 
in complete isolation. In his preced- 
ing effort he had turned in a re- 
cord-breaking one. 

Once already this extraordinary 
horse has gained the title which is 
now once more being fought for. 
That he again deserves it seems as 
incontestable as the accompanying 
fact that he overtops all the world’s 
great money-winners: that he is not 
only the horse of this year or that 
but one for all time! 


PLAINFIELD SHOW

Mayflower Hotel, Washington, D. C 

Dr. Way is widely Known as a 


veterinarian in large animal practice 


He has treated many of the outstand- 
ng thoroughbreds of the country 
and maintains a surgical and dia- 
gnostic hospital at Belmont Park. For 
20 years he was official veterinarian 
ut the National Horse Show held at 
Madison Square Garden, New York 
City. During recent years, Dr. Way 
has gone to England, France and 
Ireland to advise owners of horses 
bout their animals. He has been 
etained to do this by the British 
Bioodstock Agency, one of the larg- 
est organizations of its kind in the 
world 
Urges Conservation of Pure Bred 
Animals 

When the great European and 
Far Eastern conflicts are ended 
and they will end some day—,” Dr.

“The educational department 
of the State of New York has ruled 
that this work is definitely within the 
realm of the veterinary practice act. 
Despite this fact there are many 
instances where laymen are doing the 
work. For obvious reasons this work 
should be supervised by a veterinar- 
iin trained in the diagnosis and 
treatment of the breeding diseases 
of animals. Under these conditions 
many unfavorable and undesireable 
results can be prevented. It is gratify- 
ing to have reports from all over 
the country concerning the success 
of well regulated efforts in this field 
of practice. Undoubtedly it will have 

marked effect on the improvement 
of various breeds of livestock

STARTING THE YOUNGER GENERATION 








What is it about a small boy and his pony that never fails to awaken inter- 
est in an older person. The two of them form a happy picture that reminds 
an adult, perhaps, of some incident in his own childhood or of a longing for 
a pony that was never fulfilled. A small boy and his pony complement each 
\ther so perfectly that the sight never fails to draw attention whether they 
pe riding down some country lane or galloping over the fields or through a 
wood and with the ease and grace that only extreme youth possesses. 

There is another side of this picture, a somewhat more serious side, for in 
the boy and his pony lies the future of horsemanship in this country. This 
generation, growing up, are so far removed from the days when everybody 
ode horses and there were no automobiles that unless they are properly 
taught and schooled in the art of riding and the care of horses, the funda- 
mentals of riding and its fine points will not be theirs. Riding will go on, 
of course, for the horse offers too many recreational facilities, is too closely 
connected with many fields of sport ever to disappear from our scene, but the 
development and training of the younger generation in horsemanship is one 
that requires real thought. The older generation took horses as a matter of 
course. They were one of the necessities of life. Today the automobile is 
the necessity, the horse the luxury, to be used and enjoyed by the compara- 
tive few. The growth and development of this horse, then, is in the hands 
of the few and the training of the few becomes all important. Not every- 
body has an opportunity to ride when they are young and learn horseman- 
ship, but the obligation remains to see that as many are provided the oppor- 
tunity as possible. 

England realized the importance of training young children in horseman- 
ship some years before this country and a number of children’s Pony clubs 
were formed in which the children meet and go off for the day and some- 
times as in the case of the rally of the Crawley and Horsham Pony Club, they 
go on a trip over night and camp. This means that the children must rub 
down their ponies. feed and bed them for the night and clean their tack 
preparatory for the start in the morning. The purpose of these clubs is 
mainly educational, but the pupils learn because the pill is coated with the 
requisite amount of sugar. There is a balance between work and play with 
full opportunity for imparting knowledge but with the novelty never being 
allowed to wear off. So many times, young children are fearful of riding. 
They may have received an early fall, a pony may have done something to 
frighten them when put up by over zealous parents, or just a natural anti- 
pathy for something strange and larger than they, may keep them from rid- 
ing so that interests are developed along other lines. Pony clubs in which 
many children belong have the great advantage of showing the youngsters 
that their companions are doing something that they can do, too. Desire to 
emulate is one of the earliest traits in a child, particularly when the example 
is another hoy a year or two older! The club, then, is primarily a means to 
get children started riding and then has the educational advantage of teach- 
ing them in an environment where the schooling is not something to be en- 
dured by oneself but is the fascinating game of a group of boys and girls 
doing the thing altogether. Cleaning saddles becomes competitive and ex- 
citing. The glistening coat of a pony is a source of pride. A braided mane 
and tail is an achievement to be shown off before the class. Deeds of prow- 





ess in riding can be enjoyed to the fullest for all little boys and girls like to 
show off just as much as their elders. 

In every community and suburb, there is an opportunity for pony clubs. 
One competent horseman can educate boys and girls and take them riding 
in groups where the opportunity for riding without the club must await the 
time of an over busy father. It is not a particularly good idea for youngsters 
to ride alone and the club provides the solution. They can be riding all the 
time. There are already a number of efforts being made in this country to 
interest the younger generation in horses. The Whitemarsh Hunt near 
Philadelphia holds weekly junior drags for youngsters. Mr. and Mrs. Dean 
Bedford introduced a splendid innovation in their recent pony show at 
Timonium, Maryland when they had a class of general information run off 
like a spelling bee in which children were dropped out of line for failing to 
answer a question on horsemanship. Eleven years ago youngsters around 
Ambler, Penna. organized a pony show at Wissahickon, doing everything 
themselves, even to making jumps, cleaning the grandstand, getting the 
tickets, writing for entries. Children at Warrenton last week raised $40.00 
for the British relfef with a pony show in which the eldest committee mem- 
ber was eleven. All these things are excellent. They are great steps in the 
right direction. Well organized pony clubs, however, can be the stepping 
stones for countless more such enterprises in which young children all over 
the country can be taught the art of horsemanship safely and well and the 
future of riding in this country can be assured. Without some incentive to 
start boys on ponies, the lure of toy airplanes, of toy automobiles, the gen- 
eral excitement surrounding gasoline and speed, may well undermine the 
makings of many a prospective horseman.

Mrs. D. H. Carnahan’s Pistol, ridden 
by G. Collins won by 8 lengths, best- 
ing Miss Louise Whitefield on her 
point-to-point winning Edward, win- 
ner of the Ladies’ Piedmont race in 
Virginia last March. 

Five went postward. Alec Stokes, 
who had scored several fine riding 
triumphs in other flat events, came 
to grief on Owen Anderson’s High 
Gear at the lst jump, while the win- 
ner, a 5-year-old son of Chief John, 
went to the front and accepted chal- 
lenges from Carl Herden on his own 
Swan, a combination which came to 
the end of their racing when tumb- 
ling at the 8th. 

Pistol made every post a winning 
post, while Edward lost time over 
his fences and was bothered by the 
dust set up by the leaders as his 
owner, Miss Whitfield, rated him off 
the pace. He was coming fast at the 
finish as Pistol won tiring. Bones 
Brothers Ranch’s Allah Be Praised, 
with O. Anderson up, ran out at the 
3rd but made up much ground to be 
beaten for the place by only 15 
lengths. 

Miss Whitfield also rode her ver- 
satile hunting--hunter Edward, ship- 
ped West to Wyoming from Virginia 
last June, to a 2nd in the Touch and 
Out Jumping, when 22 contended and 
I. N. Alderson was up on Bones 
Brothers Ranch’s Sundance to win. 
Sundance hit the “‘out’”’ of the in-and- 
out as Edward hit the ‘in’’. Sun- 
dance had previously gone clean in 
the Open Jumping event to best a 
field of 30 horses and win the Mrs. 
R. Hosford Trophy.

just reversing their positions in the 
open jumping, and both failing to 
place in the knock down and out. 

Originally it was intended to hold 
a saddle horse championship, the 
term, “Saddle Horse’ being taken 
by some to be strictly technical and 
by others to mean any horse that 
was ridden. The result was that 
every horse shown who had a ribbon 
was brought into the ring which 
gave the judges a nasty problem. As 
a solution it was decided to take the 
two horses who had the most in 
their respective divisions and toss a 
coin; thus giving a ribbon to each 
division. Judge who had won all of 
his classes and Career Girl the only 
other horse in the show not beaten 
became, therefore, the champion and 
the reserve, respectively.

There is agitation for the suspen- 
sion of the rule which requires all 
horses running on the flat to be in 
the hands of licensed trainers This 
rule demands more than that for (to 
prevent a mere convenience being 
made of trainers willing to lend their 
names) it is laid down that a horse 
inust have been trained for a reason- 
able period by a man holding a li 
cense. The rule came into force in 
1905 when trainers were first licens 
ed. Jockeys had required a license 
from 1879 and the extension of the 
system was to secure a still tighter 
control of racing. Prior to 1905 any- 
one could train a horse anywhere 
they pleased and could bring any sort 
of wild, unschooled horse on to a 
race course; in the previous week 
they might even secretly have 
had it at a ‘flapping’ meeting It 
meant little to some of them if they 
were discovered in  wrong-doing 
Many such men had no character to 
lose if ‘warned off’, and if fined they 
just didn’t pay, simply passing on 
their horses to someone else, maybe 
of the same clique and ‘kidney’ 
Possibly these cases were not fre 


quent but they did occur, and it was 


felt that to license trainers and make 
the continuance of their license and 
profession dependent upon their con- 
duct would make for greater Turf 
purity. Undoubtedly this result has 


been achieved for it is very rarely 


that a trainer is ‘warned off’, or a li 
cense withdrawn In recent times 
owing to the increasing number of 


trainers, there has been reluctance to 


grant more licenses as well as a 
tightening up of conditions gove 
ing their issue It is now required 


that those to whom permission 
given to train should have a certain 
number of horses definitely promised 


and that applicants should have a
